A PRISON TERM 


SAFETY SAM 


Admits Burnina Barn On W. A. Nor­ 
ris Farm October 22 And Pleads 
Guilty To Arson Charge 


SENTENCED FOR 2 TO 21 YEARS 


Week's Search And Final Capture Of 
Alleged Demented Man Recalled 
—Second Arson Conviction 


Thomas Kannady, age 38 years, 
with a distinctive Irish brogue, plead­ 
ed guilty this morning in the circuit I 
court before 
Judge Sparks 
on a j 
charge of arson, and was lined $1 1 
and costs, and given a sentence of 
not less than two nor more than ill 
years in the state prison. 
The defendant admitted that lie 
Norris farm, southeast of Itushville, 
had burned the barn on the \Y. A. 
on Sunday afternoon, (M o la r 22. At 
that time lie was believed to be de­ 
mented, ami he eluded the officers 
for a week, before he was located in 
the barn on the Branain farm near 
Homer. 
The prisoner did not exhibit signs 
of over-intelligence, when arrainged 
this morning, and Judge Sparks had 
to repeat tlie question as to whether 
he was guilty or not guilty. 
lie look­ 
ed sick, and talked in a low voice, 
as if he did not fully realize the ab­ 
solute meaing of his arraignment. 
It was intimated in the court room 
that if the prisoner is found to he 
demented, the prison authorities will 
transfer him to the hospital ward for 
treatment. 
The court stated that he 
would have a better home in Michi­ 
gan City, than he has been having 
sleeping in barns. 
Chester Davis attorney from the 
state fire marshal's office, was here 
this morning and also M. Simmons, 
detective 
from the 
office who as­ 
sisted members of the Rush county 
Horse Thief Detecti ves a 
in their search for the man. 
It will be recalled 
that 
several 
weeks ago the defendant was picked 
up on the Amos farm south of here, 
and he was then believed to be de­ 
mented. 
He esea|>ed from the poor 
farm over night, and the next day. 
the barn on the Norris farm burned. 
He was traced to several other barns, 
and finally located near Homer. 
The conviction on the charge of 
arson, was the second one for the 
September term of court, the other 
defendant, John D. Farlow, having 
appealed his case to the supreme 
court.

ted Cross. This year it will open on 
Armistice Day, November 
11, and 
close on Thanksgiving Day, Novem­ 
ber 39. As President of the United 
States and also President of The 
American Red Cross, I hereby pro- 
laim November 12 as Red 
Cross 
Sunday, and invite all the people to 
unite with their spiritual leaders in 
such observance of it as may pro­ 
mote a renewed consecration to the 
gospel of service based upon divine 
injunction and sanction by all 
good 
on science. 
“JBy the terms of the Congression- 
il Charter which called it into being, 
the American Red Cross is charged 
with certain clearly defined duties 
ind obligations. These it continues 
to discharge faithfully 
and 
effi- 
iently. * 
* 
* 
“ The 
Government 
is 
earnestly 
seeking to insure to every diseased 
or disabled ex-service man the full 
measure of care and help which na­ 
tional gratitude and simple justice 
dictate. The aim must lie to restore 
every service man to the best possi­ 
ble health and the largest opportun­ 
ity for a normal and eslf-supporting 
life. In this effort the Government, 
the Army and Navy, 
have 
gladly 
availed themselves of the assistance 
of the Red Cross which, due to its 
nation-wide volunteer 
organization, 
has been a constant and valued aid." 
The Red Cross has been particu­ 
larly active in the establishment and 
support of Public Health activities 
for the prevention of disease and the 
encouragement of sound, sanitation. 
And in the field of Disaster Relief, 
it has met the emergencies 
brought 
about by the large number of floods 
and other calamities during the past 
yea r.

So great is tlie profit in Scotch 
whiskey that one prominent boot­ 
legger openly boasted here that he 
was able, with a deposit of $200,000 
placed in a London bank, to turn that 
amount into $2,500,000 in the space 
of three months. 
Another bootlegger declared in a 
London hotel, that he has paid out 
as much as $300,000 in one day in 
“Largesse”—a polite name for graft 
— in order to 
put through 
a deal 
which netted him the little pocket 
money of $4,000,000. 


Here’s how it’s done. 
A is a bootlegger and he buys from 
a Scotch firm or export, ten thousand 
cases of whiskey or one hundred and 
twenty thousand 
bottles. 
At two 
dollars a bottle, the wholesale price 
in Scotland, his outlay is obviously 
$240,000. 
The stuff 
will 
sell in 
America for $1,440,000, 
averaging 
each bottle sold at twelve dollars. 
Take away from this the cost of 
loading and transporting the stuff 
across the ocean and there is still 
$1,400,000 left. 
Make a generous

Wilkes Barre, Pa., Nov. 10— Hun­ 
dreds of sjmrting steam shovels a$e 
attacking culm banks in the anthra­ 
cite fields, to remove the coal from 
the piles in an effort to aid in avert­ 
ing a threatened hard coal fuel fam ­ 
ine this winter. 
From dawn until nightfall the iron 
diggers “bombard” the culm banks 
that have been abandoned for years. 
Before the world war, coal operators 
threw the poorer grade of coal into 
the refuse piles, as there 
was no 
market for this product. 


The suspension of operations for 
live and a half months created such 
a shortage of coal that war time ac­ 
tivities again prevail throughout the 
hard coal region. 
Many culm banks, 50 and (10 years 
old, are rich with coal. Some banks 
are 85 percent coal, 
although 
the 
major portion of this fuel is steam 
sizes. 


Steam shovels dig into 
the culm 
hanks, many of the banks two to 
three hundred feet 
high, 
the 
so- 
called waste N taken to washeries in 
little ears hauled by “dinky” engines 
and prepared for the markets 
One company hauls 300 tons daily 
from the culm banks and turns the 
culm into 250 tons of coal.

long denouncing lax 
marriage 
and 
divorce laws, are prepared 
for a 
finish fight for better and 
uniform 
laws at the hand- of Congress. 
The legislative chairman 
of the 
federation, Mrs. 
Edward 
Franklin 
White, of Indiana is now preparing 
a bill which will be pushed with all 
the vast power held by the federa- 
t ion. 
Under the proposed law, marriage 
will he made more difficult and di­ 
vorce may he granted only on one 
of 
five 
grounds—unfaithfulness, 
cruel and inhuman treatment, aban­ 
donment for one year or more, in­ 
curable insanity and conviction for 
an infamous crime. But once granted 
in one state under Mrs, White’s hill 
the divorce would he good in every 
state in the Union. 


Mrs. White who is deputy attorney 
general of the State of Indiana and 
an able lawyer, was authorized by
